REMARKS 

Claims 2-6 are now pending in the application. The Examiner is respectfully 
requested to reconsider and withdraw the rejection in view of the amendments and 
remarks contained herein. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 2 and 5 are objected to for certain informalities. Claims 2 and 5 have 
been amended to overcome the claim objections according to the Examiner's 
suggestions. Accordingly, the objection to claims 2 and 5 should be moot. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. S 103 

Claim 1 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chen (U.S. Pub. No. 2002/0076885) in view of Chatterjee et al (U.S. Pat. No. 
6,1 17,741). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Claim 1 is cancelled. This rejection, therefore, is moot.
